Authority to shift the location of, 
Wavefly place in order to miake room 
for the terminal stations of the Louls- 
ville and Nashville and other railroads 
is denied the city under a unanimous de- 
cision of the supreme court, which was 
harided down yesterday morning. :

The 
decision declares that authority ‘‘to open, 
lay out, to widen, straighten, or other- 
wise change’ streets, which is given in 
the charter of Atlanta; does not embrace 
the power to absolwtely change the loca- 
tion of a street, even though it be for 
a distance of only 26 feet. 

Another interesting principle ig enun- 
Clate@? In the decision of yesterday. ‘The 
decision declares that dalthough an. ob- 
struction in a street or the erection of 
permanent structures upon it may consti- 
tute a nuisance to the public, only those 
who have a special injury, not shared 
in by the general public, can nsaintain an 
equitable proveeding to enjoin against 
the creation of the nuisance, 

The decision handed down by the su- 
preme court was not signed by Justice 
J. H. Lumpkin, for the reason that he 
had tried the case in tthe guperior court 
of Fulton county, and had given the de- 
cision to the city. The supreme court, 
therefore, on yesterday reversed the de- 
cision of one of its associate justices, 

The decision means that the city must 
apply during ‘the approaching session of 
the general assembly for permission to 
change t™ location of Waverly place, 
and this means that there will be a fight 
regarding the matter before the hose 
committee, as the request of the city will 
doubtless meet with opposition,

Oxford, Ohio, June 15.—The feature of 
the eighty-first commencement of Miami 
university here today was the address of 
Secretary of War William Taft. It was 
delivered in the commencement tent erect- 
ed on the campus among the forest trees. 
The unusually large audience made fre- 
quent interruptions with applause. 

The Negro and the Ballot. 

In opening his speech Secretary Taft 
touched on the racial question in the 
south, and in this connection sald: 

“Another encouraging feature of the 
present increase in the wealth is that a 
large proportion of this increase has been 
in the south, a part of our country which 
heretofore has been largely agricultural 
and poor. The change in the material 
condition in the south, in spite of the 
present difficulties that certainly are 
there, is creating a better state of things 
with reference to the racial question. 
The work of Booker T. Washington in 
teaching his people how to use tools in- 
stead of giving fhem a superficial uni- 
versity education which they cannot wse, 
added to the industrial demand for skitl- 
ed labor will, I am certain, put the negro 
population in a better condition materiai- 
ly, and when this is brought about their 
spiritual and intellectual uplifting is much 
easier. The southern states are engaged 
in adopting constitutions which seem in- 
tended to exclude the negro from the 
ballot in fact, without infringing the 
fifteenth amendment so palpably as to 
lead to their annulment by: the supreme 
court. I am hoping earnestly that experi- 
ments of this sort will fail, but if they 
will lead to a result In which the laws 
shall exclude ignorant whites and blacks 
equally from the ballot, then no one can 
quarrel with the procedure which wil 
be square and honest.” 

‘ Chinese Exclusion Law. 

Touching the application of the Chinese 
exclusion law, the secretary asks: 

“Is it just that for the purpose of ex- 
cluding or preventing perhaps 100 Chinese 
coolies from stopping in this -country 
against the law, we should subject an 
equal number.of Chinese merchants ané@ 
students of high character to an exam- 
ination of such an inquisitorial humilia- 
ting, insulting and physically uncom- 
fortable character as to discourage alto- 
gether the coming of merchants and 
students?” 

Then he said: 

“One of the great commercial prizes of 
the world is the trade withthe 400,000,- 
000 Chinese. Ought we to throw away 
the advantage which we have by reasun 
of Chinese natural friendship for us and 
continue to enforce an unjustly severe 
law, and thus create in the Chinese mind 
a disposition to boycott American trade 
and to drive our merchants from Chinese 
shores simply because we are afraid that 
we may for the time lose the approval] of 
certain unreasonable and extremely pop- 
ular leaders of California and other coast 
states? Does the question not answer it- 
self? Is it not the duty of members of 
congress and of the executive to disre- 
gard the unreasonable demands of a por- 
tion of the community deeply prejudiced 
upon this subject in the far west and 
insist on extending justice and courtesy 
to a people from whom we are derlying 
and are likely to derive such immense 
benefit in the way of international 
trade?”’ 

The secretary th@n paid same attention 
to Porto Rico and the Phillppmes—‘ the 
burdens which we have assumed due to 
the Spanish war.’ 

“Tt do not,” he said, ‘‘for a moment con- 
tend that now or for years they will 
prove anything but a burden to the 
United States.”’

Washington, Ga., June 15.—(Specia!.)— 
“We must save the youth of the negro 
race, and if we fall, then there is no 
future for the negro in this country,”’ 
declared Rev. W. G. Johnson,- D.D., in 
hig annual address before the twelfth 
annual session of the Negro General State 
Baptist convention), which convened -here 
last night, and wil) be in session until 
Sunday. ) 

Fully 1,000 delegates are here. 

Rev. W. G./ Johnson called attention 
to this in his annua] address before the 
convention several years ago, and ait once 
went about to raise money with which to 
purchase land for the erecticn of a re- 
formatory for negro youth, Three hun- 
dred aud forty-nine acres have been pur. 
chased and paid for near Macon, and 
now the work of raising money to erect 
suitable buildings has begun, and at the 
close of the address this morning de- 
livered by President Johnson, negroes 
contributed liberally to the cause. 

‘“‘We have more negro boys and girls 
in the prisons on Georgia than we have 
in the schools,” said Dr. Johnson. 

Colone] B. 8. Irvin, a lawyer of Wash- 
ington. and brother of the mayor of the 
city, delivered an address of welcome to 
the convention. 

The Rev. Dr. P. J. Bryant, an Atlanta

they knew that cotton seed oil was far 
better, purer, more wholesome and 
cheaper than lard. It is not supposable 
that the people of this section would pay 
$18 to $20 for weseern hay if they knew 
and bélieved that cotton seed hulls, at 
$6 to 87 per ton, are fully equal in value 
to the western product, nor would these 
same farmers pay as much or more for 
wheat bran as for cotton seed meal if 
they were convinced that cotton seed 
meal was worth, for stock feeding, two 
an one-half to three times as much as 
wheat bran. 

“For the purpose of aiding in this 
matter a publicity bureau was created 
by the Interstate Crushers’ Association, 
and thie will be fully discussed during 
our meeting. We have, therefore, met 
together today to consider all matters 
that affect our great industry, and 
especially to take into consideration the 
rules governing transactions in cotton oil 
products; the object and advantages of 
the publicity bureau; how the quality 
of seed shipped the mills may be im- 
proved and the prices advanced; the 
consideration of foreign tariffs affeeting 
our interests, the better handling of 
products by the mills and such other 
matter as the représentatives see proper 
to bring before the meeting. 

“Qur meewings and discussions will be 
open, and all who desire to be present 
are invited.

to 76,000 barrels per annum; and,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—One of 
the most important cases in the federal 
court here for the summer session will

the Louisville and Nashville, the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, the Centra) and 
other railroads of the south in an effort 
to restrain them from charging an extra 
2: cents per hundred pounds freight on 
all the lumber output of Georgia and 
part. of Florida to Ohio river points and 
the west. 

The case will be taken up next Tuesday 
and will probably continue through the 
entire week. Preparation has been made 
for an unusually hard legal fight, and 
t&Re outeome will be watched with consid- 
erable interest throughout Georgla and 
Florida. . 

Several months ago Judge Speer grant- 
ed an injunction against the railroads in 
Savannah, and the case was then carried 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion at the suggestion of Judge Speer. 
The hearing resulted in another victory 
for the Tumber men. The railroads were 
charged with excessive rates and were 
required to cut off the extra freight which 
Judge Speer had restrained them from 
collecting. 

Shortly afferwards the saw mill men 
again went before Judge Speer, claim- 
ing that thé Tailroads refused to stop the 
excessive charges. The answer of the 
railroads was that no excessive charge 
had been made.

Senator Carmack Speaks. 

After the appointment of chairmen of 
state delegations, United States Senator

That the operation of this plan 
be cooperative and that the prosecution 
of fraudulent cases be conducted by the 
association nearest the point where the 
debtor is amenable to such prosecution. 

“Third. That the national association 
membership be classified with the local 
associations for the purpose solely of 
this work and their protection. 

“Fourth. That the total. funds so 


rcréated be known and designated as a 


national fund.” _ 

The report of the committee on im- 
provement of mercantile agrency service 
Was presented by Chairman Cc.

What the friends of the state’s sol- 
diery wil) ask of the legislature is a 
sufficiently large appropriation to com-

to put the militia in a satisfactory 
condition. This will not require a 
heavy appropriation, but the men most 
closely in touch with the needs of the 
militia think the appropriation should 
be considerably greater than it has 
been in the past. 

The matter is one which should re- 
ceive favorable consideration at the 
hands of the legislature. In order for 
the Georgia militia to secure its share 
of the money appropriated by con- 
gress it must be kept up to a high 
standard of efficiency; but this can- 
not be done unless the state will do 
its full part. Georgla’s standing to- 
day is excellent, and every citizen is 
interested in having that standard 
maintained.

The Greene-Gaynor Case. 

At some time in the not far future 
John F. Gaynor and Benjamin J. 
Greene, who six years ago took 
French leave of the jurisdiction of 
the United States, forfeiting bail in 
the sum of $10,000 each, for the fan- 
cied security of a domicile in Canada, 
are expected to be back in Savannah 
to answer in court the. indictments 
found egainst them in that city prior 
to their sensational] flight from New 
York. 

It is a long time since. a federal 
grand jury found the true bills that 
connected Greene and Gaynor with 
the gigantic harbor contract frauds in 
Georgia's chief port city—as far back 
as December, 1899. Since that time 
Uncle Sam has exhausted every legal 
effort to bring the accused refugees 
to trial, and in the meantime Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter, the. army officer 
whose partners in crime they are be- 
lieved to have been, has served his 
term in the federal] prison at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans. 

This has proven to be a remarkable 
case, not because it involves any knot- 
ty degal propositions, but because of 
the test to which it has put American 
extradition relations with Canada. A 
final victory for this government, 
which seems to be in sight, will go far 
to deter other embezzlers and crim- 
inal grafters from seeking Canadian 
protection from legal punishment in 
the United States. The extradition 
provisions in force between the two 
countries are now ample. The chief 
obstacle in the present case was the 
remarkable decision of a Canadian 
judge and his abuse of the habeas 
corpus prerogative. 

The history of the case is thus epit- 
omized: The federal grand jury in Sa- 
vannah found true bills against 
Greene and Gaynor, together with 
Captain Carter, charging them with 
embezzlement and defrauding the 
United States government in connec- 
tion with a number of contracts for 
the improvement of the Savannah river 
and other river and harbor improve 
ments in that section of Georgia. In 
the case against Carterit was alleged 
that the trio divided between them- 
selves some $2,000,000 in profits on 
government contracts, made possible 
by Carter’s alleged collusion with the 
contractor during the several years 
he was inspector for the government 
in that district. 

Gaynor and Greene fled before they 
could be arrested by local officers, 
were discovered in New York city, ar- 
rested and arraigned for preliminary 
examination. They were paroled 
pending extradition proceedings, 
which they contested; &4nd when the 
decision was hand«d down that they 
must go to Georgia and. plead on the 
indictments found against them, they 
again disappeared, forfeiting their 
bonds. 

Having been located by secret ser- 
vice officers in Montreal, extradition 
proceedings were begun to bring them

back to the states, and in the mean- 


| time they went to Quebec. While the 


question as to whether they could be 
brought back was under discussion 
they were found in the latter city by 
the detectives and taken to Montreal. 
This action caused a bitter legal 
fight, and a Quebec judge issued a 
writ of habeas corpus, which was 
served on the jailer at Montreal, who 
gave up the prisoners without notify- 
ing the extradition tribunal, and they 
were dispatched back to Quebec. 

All efforts to quash the writ of 
‘habeas corpus proved fruitless, being 
flatly denied by Judge Caron, of Que- 
bec, and Gaynor and Greene were

The long delayed trial of Greene 
and Gaynor before a jury of their 
peers on the charge of collusion with 
Carter to defraud the United States 
government and embezzlement, will 
add a final sensationa] chapter to this 
cause celebre. 

Atlanta Surrenders! 

The OGonstitution’s headline artist’ 
gave Atlantans a distinct shock yes- 
terday. 

In bold, insolent type, this startling 
legend stood out starkly at the head 
of a page: 


“ATLANTA HOISTS 
SURRENDER FLAG.” 


If we approved gambling, we would 
hazard a year’s subscription against 
the first apple-pie of a June bride 
that a good many local hearts gave 
an audible thump and a good many 
ascending cups of coffee halted ab- 
ruptly as this impertinent epigram 
flaunted itself at the breakfast ta- 
ble. 

But not for long! 

With infinite relief the electrified 
citizen read on further to the effect 
that the words only referred to the 
surrender of the cruiser “Atlanta,” in 
her mimic attack on the fortifications 
of Baltimore. 

Only a sham surrender, after all. 
And even then, there would probably 
have been a different tale to tell had 
the cruiser been manned by young 
men from this city. 

The word “surrender” is not con- 
tained in Atlanta’s lexicon. We have 
plenty of synonyms for “success,” 
“hustle” and “get there”’—and they 
are in frequent demand. We really 
don’t know the meaning of “surren- 
der’—municipally speaking or other- 
wise. 

And never will! 

Why Confederate Heunions? 

Louisville has capitulated to the 
“old brigades,” those old men of iron 
and tenderness, graduates of the 
blood-encrusted school of the sixties, 
survivors of an era destined to stand 
out preeminent in American history. 
That same enthusiasm that illumined 
their faces and made strong their 
hearts in the din of a hundred battles 
still wraps them in its inspiring man- 
tle; but softened by time and mellow, 
ed by healing and affliction, it now 
spends itself in the sweet melan- 
choly of memories and pride in the 
joint heritage of a reunited and 
world-shadowing country—a _ loving, 
subdued pride unacquainted with the 
clamor of words and inadequate 
phrases. 

To the man who asks what joy or 
consolation these venerable children 
of battle win from recurring reunions, 
General Stephen D. Lee, in his open- 
ing address, gives a most eloquent 
and comprehensive reply. Compress- 
ing within one paragraph the sentl- 
ment of a whole people, it is deserv- 
ing of close attention from the man 
who seeks the south’s standpoint on 
this question of reminiscence; 

“Sometimes the question is asked: 
Why reunions? We have no pensions 
to expect. There is no political prefer- 
ence we can look for. We come to- 
gether because we love the past, be- 
cause our lives have been linked to- 
gether by a great experience, by the 
richest, deepest experience that has 
come to any generation of Americans; 
by a common story so rich in heroism, 
in sacrifice, in patriotism, that every- 
thing else we remember grows cheap 
when we think of the confederacy. 
‘Out there is Appomattox,’ sald Henry 
W. Grady, ‘where the Lord God Al- 
mighty laid upon every ragged gray- 
cap the sword of His imperishable 
knighthood.’ Instead of the gray-caps, 
| see today only the gray-heads; but 
the same knighted hearts are beating 
still. When we meet together, we re- 
new these great memories, these im- 
perishable friendships. The day is 
not far distant when the burden of 
our entertainment will no longer re- 
quire the famous hospitality of a 
Louisville—when no magnificent audi- 
torium will be needed for the gecat- 
tered and venerable surpivors; but, as 
long as our days may be prolonged 
by reason of strength, let us gather to 
renew ties of the battle field, and to 
keep alive the traditions which have 
made the world so rich in honor.” 

There are two mighty binders of the 
hearts and purposes of men—perils 
and privationg shared in common, and 
high mutual ideals. It matters not 
that the perils were undergone and 
the ideals cherished vainly. That 
fact cannot weaken the strong fra- 
ternity between companions in fail- 
ure; perhaps the sympathy between 
the victims of the latter is even deep- 
er and more intimate than that which 
exists between comrades in an enter- 
prise marked by success.

In the external life 
of the university three marked events 
have been the opening and occupation of 
Terrel] hall’on the first of February, of 
the Hbrary on the first of May, and the 
completion of LeConte hall. These evi- 
dences of material progress are gratify- 
ing, but are only relatively important 
when compared with the interests in- 
volved in the inner life of the university. 
‘Respecting the latter, it affords satis- 
faction to note in the reports of Dean 
Barrow and President White the state- 
ment of faithful and successful work 
by the teaching corps in Franklin cv!- 
lege and in the state college; and to 
have the testimony by the members of 
the faculty to the increase in the dili- 
gence of the. students and in the con- 
Stancy of their attendance.’

Judge Pendleton Denies the 


Injunction Sougnt by the 
Georgia Railroad 


THE AMOUNT INVOLVED 
IS ALMOST $1,000,000 


Central and Georgia Roads Subject 
to Levy by Sheriff—Cases Have 
Been Bitterly Fought and 
Will Go to the Supreme 
Court. 


The property of the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company located in At- 
lanta, upoh which levy was made by 
Sheriff Nelms, of Fulton county, in order 
that Georgia’s claim for taxes, present 
and back, amounting to $125,974, might 
be collected are again subject to Sheriff 
Nelms’ auctioneer hammer, unless new 
legal steps are taken at once by the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company. 
to 
the reading public generally, the case is 
one full of interest to every Georgian, 
whether he be a tax payer or not. 

New life was infused in the litigation 
yesterday morning when Hon. John T. 
Pendleton, judge of the superior court, 
handed down his decision denying the in- 
junction which the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company had requested immedi- 
ately after Sheriff Nelms had made his 
levy upon the property of the company, 
valuable real estate in Atlanta. The 
denial of the injunction was engrossed 
by Judge Pendleton late Wednesday 
night, but was not passed to the clerk 
for record until yesterday morning. 

It will be remembered that some five 
years ago—to be more exact, in !I90!I— 
Comptroller General Wright, while ex- 
amining the reports of certain Georgia 
lines, found that the Georgia Ralflroad 
and Banking Company held 15,000 shares, 
or one-half of the capital stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, while the 
other falf of this stock was the property 
of the Central of Georgia railway. Con- 
ferring with the then attorney general, 
Comptroller General Wright made a de- 
mand upon the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company and upon the Central 
of Georgia Railway Comrany for taxes, 
but both companies declined to pay. Then 
Comptroller Wright caused to be issued 
fi. fas., one against each road, both of 
which were passed down to the sheriff 
of Fulton county, by whom a levy was 
made on the depot, warehouse and other 
buildings of the railroad companies. The 
defendant. companies entered the fignt 
with zeal and got both cases into the 
United States court, first before Judge 
Newman, then through the United States 
court of appeals at New Orleans, and 
eventually before the supreme court of 
the United States at Washington. The 
roads won before Judge Newman and 
again in New Orleans, but when the liti- 
gation was taken up at Washington 
Comptroller General Wright was victor. 
The litigation required years to reach an 
end in the United States court “and then 
back to Georgia the question again came 
for litigation. 

Fight in State Courts. 

Some months ago, after the’ United 
States courts had had their. innings, 
Comptroller General Wright sent the fi. 
fas. again to Sheriff Nelms, of Fulton, 
for collection. Payment was again re- 
fused by the railroad en ccs and a 
levy was made upon the property of the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company 
by Deputy Sheriff Shropshire. It was 
then that the roads applied to the Fulton 
superior court for an “Ade” te 
Fulton’s sheriff from selling tMe property. 
The injunction was granted temporarily, 
and since that temporary victory for the 
foads the points at issue have been 
argued at length before Judge Pendleton, 
of the Fulton superior ‘court. Some of the 
most successful lawyers of the state have 
been heard in the argument, and Judge 
Pendleton’s decision has been awaited 
with decided interest. In that decision, 
filed for record yesterday, appears this 
the final entry: 

“After hearing the evidence and argu- 
ment of counsel, it Is ordered that the 
within application for injunction be 
denied.”’ 

It is now up to the defendant road, the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company, 
to either pay up, submit to sale by the 
sheriff or to appeal the case to some 
higher court. The decision In the Centra) 
of Georgia railway case, a twin case to 
the Georgia Rallroad and Banking Com- 
pany, is the same by Judge Pendleton. 

Since the inception of the case some of 
the most prominent men of the state 
have had a hand in ft. Governor Terrel] 
was attorney general. for the _ state 
when the litigation began, and it, 
was upon his opinion’ that the comp- 
troller general demanded the state 
taxes from both of these roads on their 
Western of Alabama stock. After con- 
siderable correspondence both roads de- 
clined to pay these taxes on the ground 
that this stock was not taxable in Geor- 
gia. Whereupon the comptroller general 
issued executions for state taxes for the 
year 190! against the Georgia and Cen- 
tral of Georgia and levy was made upon 
property belonging to these roads lo- 
cated in Atlanta. 

History of the Case. 

Both the Georgia and Central of Geor- 
gia then filed bills for injunction in the 
United States court before Judge New- 
man to prevent the state from enforcing 
these tax executions and holding that 
under the laws and constitution of Geor- 


ee

All this material was exhibited tn the 
recorder’s court yesterday. On account

It was agreed between the attorneys 
that the Georgia railroad case should 
be tried first, and that the Central's 
case should await its determination. Che 
Central's c@se was on sOmewhat of a 
different basis from the other because 
its portion of the stock had been pledged 
in New York as collateral for a bond 
issue, and it was maintained that the 
ownership was not in the Central; while 
on the other hand the Georgia railroad 
had a clear title to its share of this 
property. 

The Georgia raflroad's injunction suit 
was accordingly tried first before Judge 
Newman, who rendered a decision ad- 
verse to the state, holding that this 
Western of Alabama stock could not be 
taxed in Georgia. The state was repre- 
sented in this hearing by Governor Ter- 
rell, then attorney general. 

An appeal was taken to the United 
States circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans, where Judge Newman's decision 
was affirmed. Governor Terrell had at 
that time resigned to begin his campaign 
for governor, nevertheless he accom- 
panied the new attorney general, Hon. 
Boykin Wright, of Augusta, to New Or- 
leans and both of them represented the 
state on this occasion, 

From the circult court of appeals the 
case was carried to the gupreme court 
of the United States, where the state 
Was represented by Attorney General 
Jor >C. Hart and Hon. Boykin Wright, 
who now represents Richmond county 
and the city of Augusta in the litiga~ 
tion over these taxes. 

The decision of the United States su- 
preme court reversing Judge Newman 
and the circuit court of appeals and de- 
claring stock in foreign corporations tax- 
able under the Georgia constitution and 
laws, rendered last yeur, 1s familiar his- 
tory. The supreme court went ¢ven fur- 
ther than this, holding that while the 
state had full power and authority to 
tax stock in foreign corporations, it con- 
stituted no discrimination or classifica- 
tion of property for purposes of taxation 
for the state to pursue a different policy 
with regard to local corporations and to 
tax their property direct instead of -tax- 
ing their stock or both thein property 
and stock. 

Based upon this decision the comp- 
troller genenal assessed the value of this 
stock for each year since it came into 
the possession of these Georgia corpora- 
tions and demanded from the Georgia 
railroad $125,975 state taxes. 

Payment of these taxes was declined 
and execution issued and levied.upon the 
Georgia railroad’s freight depot and 
ware houses jn Atlanta. 

Thereupon the Georgia railroad brought 
suit for injunction in Fulton superior 
court against the comptroller general 
and the sheriff who made the levy, mak- 
ing a state case out of it after it had 
been dewided by the United States courts, 

In the. meantime the Central of Geor- 
gta dismissed its bill before Judge New- 
man, which had been brought in the 
name of the Central Trust Company, and 
filed @ bill in its own name in Fulton 
superior court similar to that filed by 
the Georgia railroad. 

Both cages were argued before Judge 
John T. Pendleton in April, shortly after 
he went upon the bench, and it is in 
these cases that his decision has just 
been rendered.
